Before the astonished eyes of r 
Cannon a great banner began to ynroll from 
the girder in front of the platform and slight- 
ly to the left ot the chairman's desk. It was 
a Yates banner, as was seen from the first 
of its legend as it unrolied: The chairman 
early in the previous sessions had prohibited 
the introduction of banners, and this one 
had been cleverly concealed close to the iron 
girder till it was released by the guide ropes.

may. Then the police and sergeant at arms 
hurled themselves into the press and sent 
the delegates scattering to their seats. 

In the fight, Justice George Woods of Chi- 
cago, who is acting as a secretary, was struck 
by William Humphrey of Kane county. 
Humphrey, who is not a delegate, was 
draggdd out of the fracas by the police and 
ejected from the hall. 

Uncle Joe had partly quelled the uproar, 
but it broke from all bounds when the hand- 
ful of henchmen was discovered at the task 
in the little balcony. The chairman hit the 
desk another bang and then gave it up. He 
waited till the banner hung its full length 
and the enthusiasm had somewhat spent it- 
self.

On the night of April 30 six guns were

them. Half a dozen rounds were ehough to 
show the Russians that their effort was 
hopeless and they gave it up. They had 
brought their guns into a bad place from 
which to ‘retreat, but they tried it. The 
hills ‘were steep, the trails rough. Before 
they had gone a great distance the Japanese 
infantrymen were on them. They cut their 
horses loose and as many men as could rode 
away. The rest were taken with the guns. 


‘Hamatan, and eight Maxims, also taken 
there, are now in the compound of the Chi- 
nése inn here in Antung. 


Regiments Badly Mixed. 
One gray haired old man who could not 
speak German got a scrap of paper and a 
pencil. He wrote something on it and held 
it up for me to see. It was just some figures, 
5,000" and 45,000," but they told the 
whole story from his point of view. I doubt 
if more than 5,000 Russians were ed 
on the morning of May 1. They were a 
mixed lot, one belonging to the Second, two, 
oi three to the Twenty-second, some to the 
Eleventh, and others to the Twelfth, with 
one from the Thirty-second regiment.

Several of the men told me they had rela- 
tives in America and wanted to know what 
I thought of the chances of living there. 
They seemed to think the prospect bright 
for their getting out of Russian army life 
into the promised land of the Unitea States 
all at one stroke. Not one regretted having 
been captured, if that was to be the result. 
Some of the captured Russian officé?ts had 
@ bitter pill to swallow on the afternoon 
of May 2. They were the ones who had 
been taken at Hamatan and brought back 
into Antung that afternoon. They had been 
a part of the garrison of the town during 
the winter and were known to many of the 
Chinese residents. The Chinese crowded the 
streets to see the spectacle, and as one officer 
and another were recognized many a brown 
finger was pointed at him and all sorts of 
shrill ejaculations arose from the crowds. 
One phase of the situation the Chinese 
readily grasped. They did not seem to un- 
derstand just how it came ebout, but they 
knew the Russians had been defeated and 
Japan was the master. Several have told 
me they were glad and hoped they never 
would see the Russians again.

Japs Repair Russian Guns. 
Most, of the field guns had been made use- 


| breech blocks or pins. The breech blocks 
of all the Maxims were removed and hidden 
or thrown away, so not one can be used by 
the Japanese for some time. A company t 
artillerymen were put to work on the fleld 
guns at once, and by assembling parts from 
all the guns a battery has been made ready 
for service.

Their high power was dem- 
onstrated by the ease with which they threw 
shells from Conical rock, well behind Wiju. 
Most of the guns bore date of 1902, but a few 
were made in 1901.

amount of ammunition, both shrapnel and. 
cannon shells. The caissons and limbers of 
most of the guns were gone, and a dozen or 
more ammunition wagons were captured, 
each full. Several hundred thousand rounds 
for the ‘small arms also were captured. 
There were more than 2,000 rifles taken 
and also. piles of intrenching tools, stacks 
of all kinds of clothing, uniforms and over- 
coats predominating. One band had left its 
instruments, the big brass horn showing 
the marks of three or four Japanese bullets. 
A lot of Red Cross carts and two ambu- 
lances were taken, which the Japanese will 
send back to the Russians at the first oppor 
tunity, as N dy the Geneva con- 
vention.

He has 
been of great service in ascertaining che 
names of the wounded and dead and acting 
as a general interpreter, as well as in his 
professional capacity. As he speaks Ger- 
man he talks with many Japanese officers, 
only a few of whom speak Russian. 


Extreme of Two Conditions. 


It is this capture of guns and ammunition 
which shows the size of the Japanese victory. 
The fight for the Yalu reveals the extreme of 
two conditions. Among thg Japanese there 
was the highest efficiency, the most complete 
preparation, the most thorough knowledge 
of both the country and the situation of the 
enemy. Among the Ryssians there was only 
an amazing jumble incompetency, stu- 
pidity, if not worse, and tarelessness. Un- 
less there is a decided change in their 
method they will not win a land battle of any 
magnitude in the entire campaign. 


LAMSDORFF’S ENEMIES BUSY.

Wild Rumors at St. Petersburg.

The truth is Kouropatkin has not left Liao-

Kouropatkin is thought to be too clever a 
tactician to commit such a blunder. 

5 More Japs Are Landing. 

Gen. Nodzu is now busily attending to the 
landing of the third army at Takushan, two 
divisions of which are to reinforce Gen. Oku, 
who is attacking Port Arthur, making his 
army 120,000 men. The rest of the forces 
will join Kuroki’s army, thus bringing that 
up to 140,000 men. 

Military opinion here is confident that the 
large and ever increasing Japanese army on 
the roads around Mukden and Haicheng must 
soon miake clear the further plans of cam- 
paign which itis believed are directed against 
both flanks of Kouropatkin’s main army. 
Meanwhile it is known that the Japanese 
aré paying extraordinary attention to forti- 
fying a position to the rear of Kwangtung. 


Damage to Russian Ships.

All Quiet, Says Kouropatkin. 
ST. PETERSBURG, June 2.—The follow- 
ing telegram from Gen. Kouropatkin to the 
emperor, dated June 1, has been received:

Wangcheng. The town of Saimatsza, which 
was evacuated by the Japanese May 31, has 
been reoccupied by our troops.

All the reports driving into Gen. Konro- 
patkin’s headquarters from the Kwangtung 
peninsula are increasing the extent of the 
Japanese losses at Kinchou, one today mak- 
ing the number about 20,000 men. 
Accurate reports of the Russian losses, as 
well as öf the Russian forces engaged, were 
probably brought by Lieut. Col. Gourko to 
Mukden frorf Port Arthur. 


Russian Fleet to Fight. 

It can be predicted safely that the Rus- 
sian squadron at Port Arthur will not walt 
until the last moment before going out. 
The admiralty seems to entertain no fear. 
if the situation there becomes desperate, 
that the squadron will be caught like a rat 
in a trap. : 

Rear Admiral Wittsoeft’s dispatch, given 
out yesterday, gave assurances on this point, 
a portion of which, not made public, said 
that every ship except the Pobieda was 
now ready to go to sea at a moment's notice 
and that the channel was clear.

MUNITIONS OF WAR CAPTURED 
| AT HANGING ROCK. 


Quantities of Arms and Ammunition 
Found in Houses of Imported Negro 
Laborers—Bitter Feeling Continues, 
Although Situation on Surface Is 
Calm—Seeretary Bishop of State 

Board of Arbitration Is Making 

Progress settlement. 


Hanging Rock, O., eee 1-01. 
Thompson, in charge of the militia here, or- 
dered a raid on the company houses which 
are occupied by imported negro laborers thig 
afternoon to search for firearms, and nine 
fifteen repeater rifies, three revolvers, two 
double barreled shotguns, and more than a 
bushel of ammunition were found.

Wild Rumors Circulated. 


Men came 
hastily from Ironton to Hanging Rock upon 
the rumor that a soldier had been shot from 
ambush, and there was excitement until the 
truth becamie known. Private Simpson is not 
believed to be fatally injured. 

On the surface the situation is peaceful, 
and no acts of violence have been commit- 
ted, but Sheriff Payne said he considered af- 
fairs to be in a turbulent condition, and Col. 
Thompson agrees with him. The military 
officers say the strikers laid in an additional 
supply of arms and ammunition, and that 
sympathizers in Ironton agreed to come to 
their assistancé if need be. 


Presence of Troops Resented. . 

On the other hand, the men resent the 
presence of the militia and say now that 
the negroés have been disarmed there 
is no necessity for their remaining. The 
longer they remain the harder it will be to 
keep the strikers quiet. National Secretary 
William Clarke of the furnace workers’ 
union has advised the local men that Thomas 
I. Kidd and John Mitchell of the erican 
federation will go to Cincinnati a day 
or two to confer with Rogers, Brown & Co., 
the owners of the furnaces, relative to the 
strike.

CAST COLUMNS CAUSED COLLAPSE 


H. De B, Parsons, at Meeting of Society of 
Civil Engineers, Explains Dangers. 


A telegram received.from New York, dated 
June 2, reads as follows: At the fortnightly 
meeting of the American Society of Civil En- 
gineers, May 18, a spirited diccussion took 
place over a paper read by Mr. H. De B. 
Parsons on the cause of the collapse of the 
Darlington hotel early in last March. Af 
deacribing in detail the cast iron colum 
and other portions of the structure, Mr. Par- 
sons concluded: The structure collapsed 
because of lack of lateral support tor the 
story column.“ 

Among nine participants in the ensuing 
discussion there was a practical unanimity 
in condemning the use of cast iron for such 
structures. Six instances of similar disas- 
ters were cited as occurring within the last 
ten years, and in every cas the damaged 
buildings had used cast columns, while no 
case bad been found of 4 tallurs on seoount 
of steel ea 

The sentiment of the meeting was ap- 
parently voiced hg a speaker who recalied 
how railroad engineers have for twenty-five 
years barred the use of cast iron in bridges, 
and how their prudence in this among other 
things is recognised by the insurance com- 
panies, who place a premium upon the se- 
curity of rafiroad travel by paying twice the 
amount of their ordinary policies in case of 
accidents while traveling on the railways. . 

He urged the desirability of employing 
only competent engineers in the design of tall 
buildings, and also that the building codes 
be so amended as to forbid the use of the 
notoriously dangerous cast iron columns now 
allowed. As stated in a recent editorial,

Mr. Landor expresses great admiration 
for the American officers, whom he regards 
as “morally magnificent type of men 
fair, open businesslike, . . .

judgement when in the field.”

DAVIS’ YALU STORY.

Japan believes that it will give birth to a 
sage who will melt Shintoism, Confucian- 
ism, Buddhism, Bushido, Christianity, Pos- 
itivism, and all other philosophies in a 
moral boiling pot and then, after the elimi- 
nation of the dross and the slag, produce 
by purity of life and by reverence of in- 
‘sight a systom respondent and suitable to 
new Japan and the twentieth century. Is 
not the first requisite to such a development 
the conyiction that such a development is 
ree What more nutritious sur- 
roundings could be devised for the youth 
of the founder of a religion than a nation 
searching with all its heart for religious 


truth und believing that the revealer of re- 


ligious truth is growing up within its boun- 
daries? 
Shintolsm has given Japan the ceremo- 
nies of adoration for glorious ancestors and 
the genealogies of the gods and demigods 
to whom the mikados trace their derivation. 
Almost its only moral precept is: “ Obey 
the impulse of your nature and the em- 
peror.” Though called the state religion of 
Japan, it is not 80 much a religion, placing 
man in reverent communication with God, 
as a cult, impelling man to a certain formal. 
regard for his fellows and his predecessors. 

Confucianism, reaching Japan at a later 
date than Shintoism, brought with it only 
a cold code of useful virtues, It can hardly 
by called a religion, unless the word religious 
cean be applied to Benjamin Franklin when 
he is observed in his autobiography mark- 
ing himself every night on his sucgess or 
failure in adhering to such virtues as he 
thought would lead tothe production in him- 
self of effective personal characteristics, 
To be a follower of Confucius is to be, like 
Franklin, a follower of “ what is best in the 
highest.sense for one’s self.” The hopeless- 
ness of such egoism finds its final flower in 
the Japanese saying, “I ignore life; why 
should you wish me to be concerned about 
death!“ 

Buddhism, dwelling on amicable terms 
with Confucianism and Shintoism, has 
given Japan its poetry, its drama, its archi- 
| tecture, its present form ot esthetic life. 
For such contributions to its welfare Japan 
can never cease to be grateful. But Bad- 


| dhistic pessimism accords ill with the temper 


| of a debonair, chauvinistic people who,are 
eager to exploit all the riches of human life. 

Bushido, the feudal code of ethics, ean 
almost be summed yp in the word loyalty. 
“When dying fighting for one’s master.” 
says Bushido, “ affection for parents and 
the love of wife and child are thought noth- 
ing of compared to loyalty.” It is evident 
that modern political and industrial condi- 
tions cannot be moralized by feudal! prinei- 
‘ples of personal subordination.

„ A Celestial Maiden,“ by Mr. Ulrich, has 
enjoyed a large number of presentations on 
the Pacific coast during the seven years that 
have elapsed since it was written. It, there- 
fore, was not without a certain measure of 
curiosity that a visit was made last evening 
to the People’s theater, where this week it is 
receiving its first Chicago hearing. 

It cannot be said that all the visitor’s ex- 
pectations were realized, for “ A Celestial 
Maiden,” while unusual because of almost 
all its characters being Chinese, is as a play 
little other than a crude melodrama.

Heavy Charges for Refrigeration. 

It was shown during the investigation that 
the Fruit Growers’ Express company, owned 
by Armour & Co., is operating refrigerator 
— 2 under exclusive contracts with the 
P Marquette railroad, and is imposing 
charges alleged to be unreasonable for the 
service performed. The freight rate from 
Mich., to Chicago in refrigerator 

rs is 23 cents, which, under the rules of 
the railroad 1 includes cost of icing. 
On package frei in ventilated ears the 
rate is 20 cents for 100 pounds. By the ar- 
rangement with Armour & Co. $25 a car is 
added to the regular rate of 23 cents on ship- 
ments to Chicago. The amount of ice con- 
sumed, according to the evidence offered, 
averages around three tons a car, and the 
cost is 2 a ton. 

From some more distant points in Michigan 
the extra charge for shipments in Armour 
refrigerator cars is asserted to run up to 
$55 a car. It also is charged that the com- 
pany has a great advantage over other deal- 
ers, as it both buys end selis., It needs 
make no profit on the fruit, as s dim in- 
come is derived from the operation of private 
refrigerator cars. 


Telis of Contract with Armour & Co. 

It was shown by the testimony of Arthur 
Patriarche, general traffic manager of the 
Pere Marquette, thatprevious to the contract 
with Armour & Co. the charge for the use of 
a refrigerator car to eastern points was con- 
fined to the actual cost of icing en route, 
which rarely exceeded $20 in the warmest of 
weather. The schedule as prepared by the 
compahy is more than double this amount. 

A. H. Campbell, a fruit grower and shipper 
of Mattawan, Mich., said the shippers of 
Michigan had no alternative. They were 
compelled to send their fruit in iced cars and 
must pay the exorbitant rates assessed. Be- 
fore the schedule complained of went into 
effect he could ship a carload of grapes or 
peaches from Mattawan to Minneapolis by 
paying $15 icing charges .and the regular 
freight rate. Now the icing charges alone 
are, $45. j 

The railroad people,“ said Mr. Campbell, 
‘give us little satisfaction when we com- 
plain. They tell us we must deal with Ar- 
mour & Co. if we have complaints to make. 
If the carriers have a right to make us stand 
any rate they may wish to exact we might 
as well go out of business.“ 


Stopovér Charge Knocked Out. 
The $1 charge for the validation of Chi- 
cago stopovers on World's Fair tickets has 
been knocked out, so far as the eastern roads 
are concerned. The Grand Trunk is entitled 
to the credit.. It refused to make such a 
charge because it has promised the people 
along its line in Canada that if they went to. 
the World’s Fair by way of Chicago they 
could stop over without extra charge. The 
stand taken forced the Illinois Central into 
line, and yesterday it notified the chairman

Mohonk Lake, N. Y., June 2.—The second 
day’s session of the arbitration conference 
was opened with an address by District Com- 
missioner H. B. F. MacFarland of Washing- 
ton on the subject of an arbitration treaty 
with Great Britain and other nations. 

John Bassett Moore, professor of interna- 
tional law and diplomacy in Columbia uni- 
versity, said he hoped that American arbi-

ain. Suech a treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain would be, in his 
judgment, a step backward. He strongly 
objected to an exception being made of ques- 
tions of national honor as questions not com- 
ing within the scope of arbitration. 

Baron Kentaro Kaneka, a former cabinet 


minister of Japan, reviewed the attitude of 


that country toward the principle of arbitra- 
tion, holding that Japan had consistently 
stood for peace. The baron said he could 
not forbear mildly rebuking the territorial 
aggression of so-called Christian nations, 
quoting the Christian text, Blessed are the 
meek, for they shall inherit the earth,” and 
suggesting a doubt of the accuracy of the 
translation. 

Judge S. E. Baldwin made a novel sugges- 
tion regarding the use of The Hague tribu- 
nal by England and the United States. Dach 
country has four jurists as its representa-* 
tives in that court.
